Tests were underway to determine 
whether Knox died of poison, se!f ad­ 
ministered, or whether he was scalded 
to death after a severe beating and 
his body then filled with )>otson. 
Tissue testa were being made by 
Dr. Walter C. Jones, biologist at Bir­ 
mingham Southern college 
and 
an 
analysis for poison was underway at 
Auburn, conducted by Dr. B. B. Ross, 
state chemist. 
The body of Knox was exhumed 
Monday night and an autopsy fol­ 
lowed, conducted by Dr. Blair, prison 
physician and Dr. W. B. Wilson, at­ 
tached to the hospital staff of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and 
Railroad 
company. 
The auLopsy was performed in the 
presence of county officials, includ­ 
ing the official stenographer of the 
grand jury. 
The 
inquiry 
followed 
charges recently made by two former 
convicts and a former guard at Flat 
Top. 
It is charged that Knox, who 
weighed 205 pounds and was of mas­ 
sive build, did not perform the usual 
tasks and that he was whipped and 
later steam was turned on him to 
hide the bruises caused by the beat­ 
ing. 
It is alleged that the steam caused 
his death. It is also charged that af­ 
ter death a poison was pumped into 
the man's body. 
The prison records 
show that the man died from poison, 
self-administered. 
Amplification of this by the prison 
physician was made a matter of rec- 
on, at the time and was to the effect 
that Knox flew into a rage of anger 
when ordered to dig coal, tossed his 
pick away and ran to the medical dis­ 
pensary where he secured a poison 
tablet. He swallowed these and died 
from the effects of the poison, that 
report *tat«d. 
Knox was 25 years old and a na­ 
tive of Ravenswood, West Va. 
The report was current here today 
that Knox’s body was exhumed by 
the state because of allegations made 
in a threatened civil suit by relatives 
of Knox.
